Springfield, III., Feb. 10.—{Special. James 
Hamilton Lewie tonight was formally nomi- 
nated for the long term senatorship, by 
what was termed ae Democratic joint cau- 
cus, Charles Boeschehetein was indorsed for 
the short term. 
Only thirty-nine of the ninety seven Demo- 
cratic members of the two houses were pres- 
ent at the meeting in the St. Nicholas hotel, 
which was called hy State Chairman Charies. 
Those present included thirty-four repre- 
sentatives and five senators. 


Dunne Forces Long Term First. 

Before the indorsements were given the 
caucus had adopted a resolution, forced by 
Gov. Dunne Heutenants, which specifies 
that the action on the short term shail not be 
binding until the long term is filled. 

The construction placed upon this resolu- 
tion by Mr. Boeschenstein’s friends is that. 
in the event of the fallure of Col. Lewis to be 
elected to the long term, the cauwous action 
becomes binding as to Mr. Boeschenstein 
for the short term. RN is currently thought 
that the eaueus ation leaves Col. Leu a 
candidate for the long term only. 


Funk Choice of Progressives. 

Frank H. Punk of Bloomington, late Pro- 
gressive nominee for governor, was made the 
Progress joint caucus nominee for one of 
the senaMrships at the caucus held at the 
Leland hotel. The vote was: Funk, 15; Medill 
McCormick, 2; Senator Walter Clyde Jones, 
7; Charles B. Merriam, 2. On a preceding 
informal ballot the vote was: Punk, 14;

THOUGHT RECORDS ARE SAFE. 

It. is. believed that the records of the 
scientific material collected, together with 
the explorers’ bodies; have been recovered. 

It-is also understood that gallant at- 
tempts were made by other members of 
the expedition to succor the Scott party, 
buat these were defeated by severe weather 
conditions and lack of food. It seems prac- 
tically certain that the explorers starved 
te death. 

Dr. Ehrich Marshall, who was surgeon 
to the Shackelton expedition, suggests that 
the Scott party in the terrible blizzard may 
have missed one of its supply depots, which 
are generally marked by an upturned sledge 
with a flaz lashed to it. 


TERRORS OF TRIP GREAT.

Hard Work for Ponies. 


The snow surface proved very soft, mak- 
ing terribly hard work for the ponies. A 
three days’ blizzard at Corner camp was a 
further severe trial to the animals, which 
were not in good condition. 

On Feb. 8 we proceeded south, marching 
by night and resting by day. The weather 
‘was exceptionally bad, but the surface im- 
proved. The three weakest ponies were sent 
back, but these, unfortunately, were caught 
in another bad bl €zard and two succumbed. 

With the remaining ponies and the dogs 
we reached the latitude 79% degrees on the 
16th, when I decided, owing to the condi- 
tion of the weather and the animals, to make 
a depot here and return. | 
„We left more than a ton of stores at this 
point, which we named One:Ton camp, and 
which should be a great help to us this 
season. We then returned to our last camp 
with dog teams. 


Dogs Fall Into Crevaere. 


While cutting a corner of White island ina 
bad Ugut the whole of one dog team fell Inte 
a crevasse. Meares, myself, and the sledge 
were miraculously held up on part of a bridge 
across the crevarse along which we had been 
traveling, and most of the dogs hung by their 
harness. ‘ 

With great difficulty and after three hours’ 
work we extracted the animals One, which 
was badly injured by falling sixty feet, after- 
ward died. 

At Base camp I found every single pony 
well, and visiting Hut point I received news 
of the Terra Nova and Fram. On Feb. 24. 
with men on skis and a single pony, I stagted 
to take more stores to Corner camp. On the 
outward journey we passed returning ponies 
going well. 

Returning from Corner camp, I was held up 
by a blistard on the 27th, but reached Base 
camp onthe 28th. I found the storm had been 
phenomenal at thie place, raging for three 
days and causing enormous accumulations 
of snow. 


Party Forced to Retreat. 


Shifts of wind hed baffled all efforts to shel- 
ter the ponies with snow walk, and the ani- 
mals had suffered badly, so I decided toretire 
to Hut point without delay. 2 

Wilson ‘and Meares, driving dog teams, 
reeched Hut point in safety, Oates, Gran, 
and I,;remained to try and save one pony 


.which had deen badly hit by the biissard. 


while Bowers, Cherry, Gerrard, and Crean, 
with the four best ponies, set owt to follow 
the dogs. : 

Nearing Hut point, they found badly work- 
ing cracks in the sea ice, and hastily turned 
and marched four miles south. 

There at 2 4. m. on March 1 the tired condi- 
tion of the ponies obliged the party to camp. 
At 4:30 Bowers, awakened by « noise, found 
the ice broken all around the camp and mov-

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swell churning and breaking heavy floes 
against it. | 

In this dilemma Crean was sent to obtain 
help. He traveled east over the moving pack 
to find a break in the ice wall, and eventually 
hoisted himself to the barrier surface by 
wedging his ski in a crack. 

Ignorant of these events, after failing te 
save our sick pony, my ‘own party had 
reached the barrier, where the ice, breaking 
under foot, forced us to retreat hurriedly, 
with the most anxiety for our companions. 

My fears were confirmed when Willison, who 
had traveled out overland, reported having 
seen with glasses ponies adrift on sea 100. 
An hour later Crean was seen approaching, 
and, learning his news, Oates. Crean. and I 
set off immediately to the west. 

Working around the bay, we approached 
the barrier edge, and at 6 p. m., by good 
fortune, discovered the missing party on a 
pack which had been drifting slowly north- 
west and had temporarily stopped, owing to 
the swell subsiding. 

With alpine ropes the men were rescued 
with difficulty. 

Working on through the night, we suc- 
ceeded in saving the sledges and their loads. 
but could do nothing for the ponies, which 
were only thirty yards away. 

At 4 a. m. the pack began to move again. 
We left the ponies with full nose bags and 
rested till 8 a. m.. when the pack was again 
stationary.. We, marched north, found the 
ponies, and made desperate efforts to save 
them. 

Bowers and Oates risked a long detour 
over the packs and led.the animals over 
many jumps, while the remainder of us dug 
a trench to the lower part of the barrier. 
The edges of the floes were high gbove water 
and very uneven. Sey aes 

Killer whales hung about within e few 
yards. The ponies falling the jump were 
irretrievably lost. One pony, only, won 
through. The pack was moving again as 
we left it and drifted. clear to the north. 


Safety at Hut Point. 


On March ¢ we'ascended hills east of Castle 
Rock, and on the Sth the party with the two 
remaining ponies and the dog teams was 
safely housed at Hut Point. 

By this incident we lost three of our strong- 
est ponies. THis was a severe blow to the 
expedition, but not enough to wreck tts: 
plans if the remaining animale could be pre- 
served. ; : N 

The hut was found almost completely filled 
with hard snow, the windows broken; and the 
door unhinged. With much labor we cleared 
and repaired it. It then afforded good shel. 
tor. i 

With splendid health we were quite com- 
fortable and enjoyed the discovery of a box 
of old magazines.

Party Has Terrible Trip. 

On June 27, middle winter, Wileon, Bow- 
ers, Cherry, and Garrard started on a sledge 
journey to Cape Crozier to observe the in- 
cubation of emperor penguins at their rook- 
ery. Very heavy surface on the barrier 
forced the party to relay work during the 
main part and a fortnight was taken on the 
outward journey. 

The temperature was seldom minus 60 de- 
grees and often below minus 70 degrees, the 
lowest observed with a silng thermometer 
being minus 77 degrees.

Terrier the party spent three days in build. 
ing a stone hut which they roofed with can- 
vas.

Final Dash of 150 Miles Negotiated 
Over Snow in Fifteen Days. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—Capt. Robert F. Scott 
began | his second trip-and what proved to 
be his ana! one—for the south pole early in 
June of 1010. The Terra Nova sailed from 
London on June 1. 1910, for New Zealand. 
and was joined by Capt. Scott a few days 
later at Cardiff. 

The expedition consisted of twenty-eight 
officers and scientista, in addition to a crew 
of twenty-three picked men from the British 
royal navy. 

Reports were-current at ihe time the Terra 
Nova sailed for the Antarctic on Dec. 14, 1912, 
to bring back the Scott party that some of 
the members of the relief expedition had ex- 
pressed grave doubts as to whether Capt. 
Scott and hie fellow explorers would return, 
No reagon was given for these doubts. 

Final Dash Made Quickly. 

Capt. Scott sent back a report to his base at 
McMurdo Sound showing that on Jan. 3. 
1912, he had reached a point 160 miles from 


the pole and was advancing toward his des- 


tination. 

The dispatch from Oamaru, N. Z., this 
morning, shows that in fifteen days he cov- 
ered the remaining 150 miles to the pole; hav- 
ing traveled at the rate of ten milesa day. 

The date of Capt: Scott's attainment ofthe | 
south pole, Jan. 18, 1912, shows that he | 
reached the goal of his expedition almost ex- 
actly one month after Cap. Roald Amundson, | 
the Norwegian explorer.

Bugle caile 
and sharp firing from the direction of the 
areenal indicate that the attack may have 
begun. : 

“I will wait a reasonable length of time 
for Madero to resign and if He then fails to 
so act I wil! attack the national palace. Gen, 
Diaz said today. The present uprising 
is merely a continuance of the ev at 
Vera Crus. I stand on the manif: sto is- 
sued at that time in which it Was declared 
that peace was the all-important thing and 
after it is secured the other needed changes 
will follow. 

“It is my desire to prevent further blood- 
shed. I have no agreement with the Zapat- 
istas, but will accept the allegiance of all of 
my country n who accept the Vera Cruz 
manifesto. seek nothing for myself and 
will sacrifice all for the government. I am 
willing to agree on any strong man for the 
presidency.” | 


Reinforcements for Madero. 

It is improbable that today’s remarkable 
situation can be much longer maintained. In 
addition to a small number of troops from 
Bianquet’s command already in the capital, 
there is reported to be a force of 1,000 men 
under Gen. 
fifteen miles out, and twenty-five carloads 
more en route from the Cuernavaca district. 

With whom the sympathies of these men 
will be when put to the test is an open ques- 
tion. They are now popularly believed to be 
coming to the aid of the administration. 

A story which was current tonight, account- 
ing for the disappearance of the president 
last night and during the early part of today 
is to the effect that he made a flying trip to 
Tres Marias by automobile, a point midway 
between the capital and Cuernavaca, some 
thirty miles distant. No explanation of such 
a trip, if it occurred, can be obtained. 


Plan Defense of Foreigners. 

An effort has been made by the diplo- 
matic representatives to secure foreign pa- 
trols for the district in which most of the 
foreigners live, since neither the government 
nor the rebels can provide police protection, 
but the effort has falled. 

The American defense committee has in- 
structed the American guard at the em- 
bassy to keep in close touch, and In case of 
danger Americans armed with rifles are ex- 
pected to turn out. 

In case of a bombardment by either side 
there will be great danger to the nearby dis- 
tricts, especially to the south and west of 
the arsenal, where many Americans live. 
No representations on this subject have 
been made by the diplomats. 

The national palace is guarded tonight by 
800 men of all arms, with eight or more 
heavy guns. Madero claims to have 1,500 
men upon whom he can depend. 


Diaz Has Ammunition. 

The camps of the opposing forces present a 
great similarity, all arms being repreventel 
on both sides. A squad of Chapultepec park 
guards att as the personal escort of the in- 
surgent leader. 

Unlike the ordinary revolutionist, and even 
unlike himeelf at Vera Cruz, Gen. Diaz has 
wasted no time in issuing manifestoe. 

Little is known of his plans, but it was 
learned he appears to have a large quantity 
of cash with him in the arsenal. Bundles 
of bills piled on a desk afforded an estimate 
of the amount as more than 200,000 pesos.

OPPOSE U. S. INTERVENTION. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.}]— 
While refraining from milttary intervention, 
the United States government took steps 
today to provide protection for Americans 
and other foreigners and their Interests in 
Mexico. 

Instructions were cabled to the commander 
in chief of the north Atlantic fleet, which 
is at Guantanamo, Cuba, directing him to 
send one of the battleships of his command 
40. Vera Crus, the nearest port to the City of 
Mexico, and another to Tampico, which also 
has railroad eommunication with the capital 

Instructions aleo were telegraphed to Rear 
Admiral Southerland, commander tn chief of 
the Pacific fleet, directing him to proceed 
from San Diego, Cal., with his flagship, the 
cruiser Colorado, to Mazatlan, which hes 
on the western coast of Mexico. The pro- 
tected cruiser Denver was direc .ed to remain 
at Acapulbo, 


Policy Knox Will 8 

The policy, as laid down by Secretary of 
State Knox, u as follows: 

Commanders of veseels assigned to Mex- 
wan waters will observe conditions and re- 
port any attacks upon foreigners and their 
interests. They will not take sides for or 
against the forces of Madero or the forces of 
Dias.“ 

In other words, military intervention ts not 
contemplated by President Taft and his ad- 
visers; and they have even gone 80 far as to 
withhold autherity to naval commanders to 
land marines. If it shall be reported that 
foreigners and their interests are in danger, 
the president and Secretary Knox will deter- 
mine what action to take. Through the as- 
signment of ships, particularly of the bat- 
tleship and armored cruleer class, to Mexican 
ports, where Americans and other foreigners 
have sought refuge, they have prepared for 
their protection. 


Cabinet Discusses Situation. 

The policy of the government was consid- 
ered at a meeting of the cabinet thie morning. 
Mr. Knox advised the president and is 
cabinet colleagues that he had received offi- 
clal dispatches from the City of Mexico 
announcing that a military coup d'état had 
been effected.

Exact Conditions Unknown.

THINK FRIEDMANN AFTER COIN 


Newspaper Men Say Doctor Looks 
for Cure“ Profit. 


HOPES TO GET $5,000,000. 


Offers to Sell Culture“ to the Ger- 
man Government. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Feb, 10,—Is Dr. Friedrich Frans 
Friedmann a Dr. Cook of medical science? 
Doesn't he even trust in the honesty of his 
own government? Doesn't he trust his wide- 
ly heralded remedy for tuberculosis? Ils te 
greed which is causing him to withhoM from 
tuberculosis sufferers the discovery which he 
alleges will eradicate the white plague. or 
ig it due to some unexplainable psychological! 
phase of his mind? 

These questions may well be asked as the 
result of a statement today by Prof. Kirch- 
ner, the head of the Prissian department of 
health, who declared that Dr. Friedmann 
had not only not given his live“ culture to 
the government, as he announced some days 
nec that he would do, but has actually re- 
fused to submit the same to the government's 
usual seientific tests. 


Wants to Sell Cure.“ 

Prof. Kirchner said that Dr. Friedmann 
had rejected the suggestion: of the health 
authorities that he should give up a suffi- 
cient quantity of the culture for sciep- 
tific experiments and observation at the gov- 
ernment experimental bacteriological insti- 
tute at Frankfort-on-the-Main, but wanted 
the government to buy it. 

That the commercial instinct ie uppermost 
in his mind is the impression of the majority 
of the correspondents who have talked with 
Dr. Friedmann. On one occasion Dr. Fried- 
mann figured out how the rights to his cul- 
ture over the world ought to be worth §5,000,- 
000 to him. 

If he fails in bis negotiations with the Ger- 
man government Dr. Friedmann will most 
likely go to the United, States, which he 
seems to regard as a rich feld. The North 
German Lloyd Steamship company says Dr. 
Friedmann has engaged passage to the Unit- 
ed States on the steamship Kronprinzessin 
Cecile, which will gail on Feb. 18.

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He left town yesterday and it is said that 
he will return tomorrow. 

Although the Ameriean patients here admit 
that the treatment seems to be doing them 
good, they do not appear to have much con- 
fidence in Dr. Friedmann.

FRIEDMANN REPORT SOON. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—Transiations 
of Dr. Frederick Friedmann’s statements 
regarding his system of treating tubercusc- 
sis furnished to congress through Consul 
General Thackara at Berlin have been com- 
pleted by the state department and the com- 
plete data procured at the request of con- 
gress soon Will be printed. 

Dr. Friedmann's address did not give the 
secret of his new remedy, which is under- 
stood to be a serum derived from coldbloo® 
ed animals. According to the official re- 
ports he will not make this known until he is 
prepared to furnish it to physicians. 

Dangers of the bacillus becoming virulent 
after being injected into the human body 
were removed, Dr. Friedmann said, by long 
cultivation of the germe. 

Finally I repeatedly injected. it into my- 
self,’ he continuea, “then into adult tuber- 
cubosis patients, then into consumptive chil- 
dren. and finally, When the successful thera- 
peutic results continued to be confirmed 


(which was a long time afterward), into 


ehfidren by way of prophylactic inoculation.” 

„he preperation proved absolutely harm- 
lees even in large doses and however ap- 
plied,”’ he said. The treatment consists 
in intramuecular incorporation occurring 
once, twice, or three times, seldom oftener, 
and repeated at long intervals.

PASSED BY SENATE 


Prohibits Shipment of Intoxi- 
cants In Violation of 
State Laws. 


TAFT MAY VETO MEASURE 


Action Will Be Taken if He Be- 


lieves It Uneonstitutional; 
Puts It Up to Wilson, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—{Special. 2 
an overwhelming majority and without a rol 
call the senate tonight passed the Web bill 
prohibiting the shipments of liquor into dry 
states and communities to be dispensed in 
violation of local laws. 

This action, crowning more than a decade of 
propaganda by temperance organizations, 


| was taken at the close at six hours of debate 


on the constitutionality of this sort of regula- 
tion of interstate traffic in liquor. The ablest 
constitutiona! lawyers of the senate were di- 
vided on the question. 

A report that President Taft will veto the 
bill on the ground of unconstitutionality 
stirred the friends of the measure during the 
debate. They were congratulating them- 
selves on having averted the danger of send- 
ing the bill to the deadly conference commi*- 
tee when this new obstruction loomed up. 


Block Liquor Interests. 
The house passed the bill Saturday and had 
the senate passed the Kenyon bill—a slightly 
different measure—the whole legislation 
would have been referred to a conference 
committee which at thie stage of the session 
might mean defeat. 

The liquor interests wanted the bill sent 

to conference so the friends of the measure 
succeeded in having the senate substitute 
the Webb bill as passed by the house for the 
Kenyon bil. Now the bill will go to the 
president without change. 
The president is represented as agreeing 
with Senators Root and Sutherland and Rep- 
resentative Brantley that the bill is a viola- 
tion of the constitution and that its enact- 
ment merely transfers the responsibility for 
its final defeat from the legislative to the 
judicial branch of the government. 


Will Lose if Taft Vetoes. 

If Mr. Taft disapproves the measure the 
house undoubtedly will pass it over his vete, 
but it Is unlikely that such a move would 
command the necessary two-thirds vote in 
the senate. 

If the legisiation falle in this it will win in 
the next congress, with President Wilson to 
sign it. 

The /prospect, however, is not pleasing to 
the Democrats, who hoped to save the Wilson 
administration from the embarrassment of 
liquor questions. 


SAYS DARROW WANTED TO BRIBE 


Attorney Harrington of Chicago Takes 
Stand Against Former Associate in 
McNamara Defense. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 10.—John R. Har- 
rington, a Chicago attorney, associated with 
Clarence S. Darrow in the defense of the 
McNamara brothers, was called to the stand 
today to testlfy against the former chief 
counsel in the latter's second trial for alleged 
jury bribery. 

Harrington’s direct testimony was brief. 
He said that just before the trial of James 
R. McNamara was begun he and Darrow had 
discussed “ reaching jurors in the case.

000 and said if I could arrange to reach a 
couple of jurors James B. never would be 
convicted.“ said Harrington.

TOTAL CASUALTIES 6,500. 


Otteman Forces Lese Heavily in Fierce 
Hand to Hand Battle. 


PODGORITZA. Montenegro, Feb. 10.—The 
Montenegrin army besieging the Turkish 
fortress of Scutari carried the great Bar- 
danjoli_ hill by assault at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning after several hours of severe fight- 
ing. f 

The “assault cost the victors 2,500 men in 
killed and wounded. 

The Turks left 4,000 men dead and wounded 
on the field of battle. 

This heavy price paid by the victors and 
the defenders was made known in messages 
received today from the front. 

Meet in Hand-to-Hand Battle. 

The infantrymen on several occasions came 
into such close quarters that hand to hand 
fighting wae general along the line. 

Ba rdanjoll hill dominates Scutari from th« 
eastern side and the Montenegrins are 
mounting siege guns on the heights to bom- 
bard the principal points of the city. 

Fighting has gone on since early morn- 
ing all around the city. 

A Montenegrin attack on the heights of 
Tarabosch, which dominate Scutari on the 
west, has been going on for three days. 
This onslaught is believed to have been as 
sanguinary as the engagement at Bardan- 
jolt. 

Holds Turks y Routed. 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Feb. 10.—The rout of the 
Turkish army before Bulair on Saturday is 
said here to have been complete. The Turks 
are reported to have suffered enormous 
losses 

The field of battle was littered with flags. 
field guns, machine guns, and rifles, dropped 
in flight by the panic stricken Ottoman 


troops. The Turkish dead and wounded were 


lying thickly everywhere. Twenty officers 
were among the killed. 
‘The war office says: ‘ The number of men 
killed among the Bulgarians is not yet known, 
but it appears to have been insignificant.”’ 


Mass Troops at Constantinople. 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—Thousands of fresh 
troops have been arriving at Constantin- 
ople from Anatolia, according to dispatches 
from the Turkish capital. In the last few 
daye several troopships have departed from 
Constantinople, but their destination has 
not been divulged. 

There are signs that the porte realizes the 
hopelessness of the situation and is prepar- 
ing the way to leave the fate of Turkey in 
the hands of Europe to obtain the best pos- 
sible settlement.

This ie the result of the hoax last week 
through wich the entire Strassburg garrison 
was called out on a fake telegram to the 
effect that the kaiser was on his way to the 
town. The kaiser at the time was at Königs- 
berg attending the Prussian centennary.

It is especially characteristic, and, on the 
eve of his departure to teach American 
government, felicitous that the president of 
the United States should arrange that Mr.

McKinley will say in Mr. Taft’s well chosen 
Words, “and I have made the people of 
Illinois and the legislature of IUinois use 
fel for some purpose.” 

We hasten to assure Mr. Taft that while 
bis words will not be wasted, they 
were not needed. “Dear old Mac” 
needs no encouragement towards making 
the people of Llinois and their legislature 
“useful for some purpose.” With his fat 
check book, his jobs in public atility cor 
pora tions, and his friends at Springfield 
he hag been at this patriotic task for some 
time.

THE ANTARCTIC TRAGEDY. 

£f the fret reports of the loss of the Scott 
antaretic expedition were to be accepted, 
the disaster would have only one parallel in 
the history of polar exploration, that of the 
loas of the two ships of Sir John Franklin in 
the arctic sens. The hope is persistent, how- 
ever, that the entire party was not over 
whelmed, but merely such members as made 
the last stages of the trip to the pole. 

This would include Capt. Scott himself, 
and the tragedy would be heavy enough 
without obliterating the expeditior. Until 
more details come from the relief ship, there 
ig reason to hope that so well equipped an 
expedition as the British would not bs ut 
terly wiped out. ; 

Probably no polar explorers ever bad been 
so well prepared or hed undertaken to do the 
work of exploration so carefully. Seott’s 
expedition differed from Amundsen’s in thet 
the latter was ixtended for what ‘t did with 
such success—move as rapidly as possible 
and obtain the Lonor of discovering the pole. 

It adds to the tragedy of Scott, if anything 
might add to :t, that the British captain had 
succeeded, but that he found Amunde had 
preceded him and that he lost hie life on the 
return trip. Dven. if the expedition has 
suffered a loss, there ason to believe that 
science will come possession of at least 
some of the results of the careful work of 
Scott.

The opinion of the corporation counsel de-

If Madero was weak, it was not in per- 
song) courage. He did not fail for lack of 
comprehension, foresight, or sound judg- 
ment. In spite of the many charges brought 
against him, Madero appears as a better 
patriot and a wiser statesman than his ene- 
mies who have upset his government. 

Madero, whatever were his failings, and 
however unwise or culpable his administra- 
tion of finances may have been, saw that 
Mexico’s weakness as a republic was its lack 
of democracy. The difficulty of democratiz- 
ing so mixed a people as this, with its small 
percentage of whites, large percentage of 
Indians, and larger percentage of mixed 
bloods, ignorant or savage, wronged eco- 
nomically, unintelligent and passionate, was 
enormous. 

If Madero could have been freed from the 
embarrassments of rebellion, which was 
afoot when he took office, and which con- 


administration progressed, he might have 
developed a class of Mexicana, outside the 
aristocracy, with some sense of responei- 
bility in government. 

One incident in Madero’s administration 
reveals its inherent weakness. He asked for 
a citizen army. Such ap army is not the 
weapon of a dictator. It is the defense of 
the democracy. A nation cannot live as a 
democracy which will not furnish it wen 
needed, and Mexico, distressed by rebellion, 
needed it. The response was pitiful. 

The only “ citizens” who had any stom 
ach for Gghting were with Zapata in the 
south and Orozco in the north. Recently 
Madero was sharply questioned by congress 
concerning the release of 2,000 convicts from 
the penitentiary. They had been released 
to fill the ranks in the army. The regular 
Mexican army, which went to Felix Dias 
and the unhappy Bernardo Reyes, was re- 
cruited, as it had to be, from the prisons, 

Its fighting abilities were good enough. It 
was well enough officered, armed and 
equipped, but its morale was nil. Discipline 
might take up such recruits fed a military 
force in a smal] but steady stream, but the 
effect of adding so large a body of men from 
the penitentiary to a small army must be 
considered when the treason of that army is 
observed. 

Mexico would fight an invader. There 
need be no American disparagement of Mex- 
tean pride or willingness in such case, and if 
the overthrow of Madero resulted in greater 
danger to American lives and interests and 
forced our government to take measures 
which could be justified only by extreme 
conditions, the American troops would find 
a dangerous task.

Hes. It was charged that he had violated 
promises. It is certaip that the discontented 
peons became even more discontented when 
they found that their ambitious dreams of 
land owning were not to be realized. He 
foolishly reimbursed his family from the 
public treasury for,money spent in the cam- 
paigns against Diaz. He showed leniency to 
Felix Diaz and old Gen. Reyes, when a dic- 
tator would have permitted the execution at 
least of Diaz, whose offense was not rebel- 
lion but one of inciting the army to treason. 

Undoubtedly Madero was weak if Mexico 
can have no other government than a mili- 
tary dictatorship, but there will be no guar- 
anteed stability in that republic until the

PRINTED MATTER AND PARCEL 
8 POST. 

Chicago, Feb. 7.—[ Editor of The Tribune] 
It seems to be the general impression that 
the consolidation of the third and fourth 
classes of mail matter as now advocated 
would effect a saving in the postage on books 
and other printed matter, which would then 
be permitted to go by pareel post. 

Careful study of the third class and parcel 
post rates, however, does not seem to bear 
out thus assumption. Tabulating the increase 
and decrease in parcel post rates, as com- 
pared with the present third class, including 
the rates to each sone on pieces weighing 
from two ounces to four pounds, increasing 
by ounces to one pound, shows that out of the 
162 rates compared in 116 of them the parcel 
post rate is higher than third class, in 3% 
lower, and in 11 the same. 

The aggregate increase is $4.19 and the ag- 
gregate decrease $1.88. This makes it evi- 
dent that the average postage cost on printed 
matter would be more than it is now rather 
than less. 

On pieces weighing less than one pound 
there are no decreases beyond the third sone 
—J00 milee—while on pieces weighing under 
nine ounces there are substantial increases 
to all tones, amounting in some cages to 300 
per cent. For example, a six ounce cata- 
logue, which at third class rates costs 3 cents 
for any distance, under parcel post rates 
would cost 5 cents for iocal delivery and an 
increase of 1 cent for each zone, making the 
rate for the eighth sone and beyond I2 cents 
—or four times the present rate. 

For printet matter of all Kinds weighing 


under one pound the aggregate increase is 


$3.40, while the aggregate decrease is only 


28 centa 


These comparisons are based upon the as- 
sumption that one piece of each weight is 
mailed to each zone. 

Does this not indicate that if the two 
classes are to be consolidated it should be 
with the provision that the present rate on 
printed matter shall not be increased’?

Attorney B. F. Langworthy, representing 
the two villages, requested Frank E. Smith, 
controller of the Railways company, to pro- 
duce in court today canceted checks showing 
payments for paving between the tracks in 
Fifth avenue, Maywood, during 1911, and aleo 
receipted vouchers and checks showing pay- 
ments made for printing transfers. 


Promises to Present Proof, 

“I will preve the Chicago Railways com- 
pany paid for this paving work done by the 
Charles M. Porter company ostensibly for the 
County Traction company,” said Mr. Lang- 
worthy. 

The Porter company sent its bill in to the 
County company. It received a check from 
the Rallways company. I will place Mr. 
Porter on the stand and prove thie.” 

Do you remember this payment?” he 
asked the witness.

“Chicago is behind the times ip handling 
this question of sewage diaposal, and the 
time is rapidly approaching when we will 
have to provide some method other than that 
of dilution through the drainage canal. The 
use of screens, settling tanks, and filtration 
beds is developing throughout the country 
and Chicago should make a sart on this plan 
by adopting it in connection with Bubbly 
creeek. 

“The stockyards plants should. be com- 
pelled to handle their refuse in some such 
way as that, and the plan that now appeals 
to me is that of carrying that waste out into 
the country somewhere and handling ft there. 


Separate Sewer Inexpensive. 

There would be comparatively Mitle ex- 
pense in constructing a seperate sewer for 
it, for example, one paralleling the drainage 
canal, When the solide have been removed 
the clarified liquid could be poured inte the 
canal without objection,” 

Ald. George Pretzel, member of the sub- 
committee of the health committee which 
made the trip, said he was much impressed 
with the possibility of making bricks from 
the solid refuse resulting from the disposal 
methods inspected.

p. m. We stopped around the corner of 
the jewelry store that is on the east and 
west streets, the auto facing Clark street. 
While I was lighting the lights they went on 
to the place. Then when the lights were 
lit 1 drove up to the place. 

“When I got there they broke the win- 
dow. It was Webb who broke the window 
and Perry grabbed the jewelry and ran 
for the car. After we got around the cor- 
ner quite a number of shets were fired at 
us—about six or seven shots—I can't tel 
exactly Webb shot back two times. Perry 
was in front with me. 


Tells of Shooting Policeman. 

We drove down the street a block then 
turned toward town. We saw no one fol- 
lowing us Then the officer stopped us 
at Wabash avenue and Monroe streets. Perry 
got up to light the lights and the officer 
jumped into the front seat with me, and the 
officer told me to drive to the station. We 
were driving west then. When I turned 
the car at Monroe and Fifth avenue the 
officer was told by Webb co throw up his 
hands. The officer jumped to the foot- 
board. Then the shooting began. I had 
to watch my driving and I had to do some 
driving, too. I drove down about three or 
four blocks north on Fifth avenue, I don’t 
know just how far. Then turned on South 
Water street and got out. Webh was not 
there. I grabbed Perry and pulled him 
in the car as he would have kept on shoot- 
ing at the officer, I think 

Jam as good a chauffeur as there fe in 
the country, and know how fo take care of 
an auto as good as any one After we left 
the car I took an elevated car and went 
right home. We met the next day, Perry, 
and myself. They gave me $10 as my share 
and wanted me to get another car. I told 
them I did not want any more to do with 
it after the shooting. That was enough 
for me. Iain’t seen them since. 

“The car we used the day that the police 
officer was shot we got on Van Buren street 
east of Dearborn in a small street called 
Plymouth place. I heard Webb say if a 
man left the city he was a fool.

Policeman Fires at Him. 

While the two boys were loitering in front 
of W. J. Farrell's mirror firm at 886 West 
Lake street Policeman Henry Grady stopped 
to question them. Stanley darted west in 
the roadway with the policeman at his heels. 
The lad was getting away when Policeman 
Gracy fired one shot im his direction. The 
bullet pierced his leg and flattened on a brick 
wall 

Stanley was hurried to Grace hospital. Ee 
was taken to his home in the evening and 
Dr. G. Liebrecht of 1950 Armitage avenue, 
the family physician. was summoned. The 
boy will not be able to report for work for 
weeks, it was said. At the police station he 
was booked on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct, but was released on bonds signed by a 
friend of his stepfather. 


Startled, Begin to Run. 

We were wondering what place to strike 
first for work, sald Stanley., when the po- 
liceman came up unexpectedly and called to 
us. We were startled and started to run. 
There was lots of noise from wagons and ele- 
vated trains and I didn’t hear the policeman 
call to me to stop.“ 

According to Capt. Thomas Meagher many 
petty burglaries have been committed in that 
neighborhood and Policeman Grady sus- 
pected the boys.

Fizzle of Five Years Ago Served 
Purpose of Opening Eyes 
of a e

Few “of those Who will inspect the motor 
wagon ‘models at the Coliseum. thig week | 
carry More than a faint remembrance of the 
first show which was given here for the pur- 
pose of emphasizing the growing importance 
of commercial road transport. Still fewer 
know ‘anything of the forces which since 
that time have operated to transform what 
was once a shabby and forbidding spectacle 
into one which is splendid ard magnetic. 

The show held five years ago in the old 
Tattersall building was not a bewtidering 
success. Still it was far short of being a 
failure. It was composed of twenty-one ex- 
hibits, seventeen of which were gasoline ma- 
chines and the remainder electrics. It is 
possible that during the week 2,000 visitors | 
looked over the models. On the opening day 
the tawdry decorations caught fire and there 
was a wild rush to get vehicles out of the 
way of strips of blazing eheesecloth which 
descended from the roof. 


Show Had Unexpected Effect. 
Despite the wretched setting, the meager 
attendance, and the threat of catastrophe, 
those who participafed in the affair felt that 
they had achieved something worth while. 
They were especially proud of having caused 
a divoree of the two factors of the automobile 
industry. giving to «ach its own show and 
the right to individual development. This 
was no small advantage, for* until that time, 
motor ‘wagon makers had bean compelied 
to live in the shadow of their touring car 
brethren. The mixed show always made it 
appear that the making cf commercial Motors 
wes tolerated, rather than encouraged 

That exhibiticn hed an unexpected effect. 
It caused many makers of touring cars to 
hasten the completion of plans for engaging 
in motor wagon manufacture. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances this would Have been 
undertaken leisurely, but the country was 
undergoing the ageny of a money panic, the 
future was cloudy, and it seemed necessary 
to find further use for plant equipment and 
organization. Half a dozen of the wealthiest 

touring car manufacturers swung into line. 
Then began the real development of the’ 
motor Wagon industry. A year later the man- 
ufactuging ranks were well filled, and with 
the powerful aid of ready formed distributing 
forces thousands began to urge the adoption 
of the machine in business. Today thereare 
about 300 concerns, gr eat and small, enggged 
in the production of motor wagons. Of this 
number a great many must be considered as 
experimental producers. The exhibitors at 
the Coliseum this week represemt the genius 
of the industry. . It is they who have won the 
confidence of the 13,000 concerns: which.are
